1 . Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

-In claims 1 , and 6, applicant first recites that they remove substantially all of the 
SiGe layer; and the recites that they remove the remaining SiGe layer. This 
wording is confusing, and contradictory.; 

-In claims 1, and 6, the usage of the phrase "...completing the structure by state 
of the art CMOS fabrication techniques..." is vague, and indefinite. (i.e.-What 
constitutes being a state of the art fabrication technique? Also, what constitutes 
completing the structure?); and . 

-In claims 2, and 6, the usage of the phrase "...critical thickness..." is vague, and 
indefinite. (i.e.-What constitutes being a critical thickness?)
